January presentation 

U.S. Mint and assay office silver 
ingots that once sold for bullion are 
hot collector’s items, Ken Conaway 
said, with 5 oz ones sometimes top¬ 
ping $4,000. 

Ingots date from the 1890s to the 
mid 1980s. For a small fee, the gov¬ 
ernment would take scrap metal and 
convert it to .999-fine silver ingots. 



Until the 1940s, citizens could take grandma’s old 
silverware to the mint and take home .999 ingots. For 
the next 40 years, the mints and assay offices still

served industrial users. Most of the ingots produced, 
Conaway said, were eventualy used as raw material in 
the jewelry trade. 

Many surviving ingots were melted in the late 1970s 
and early 1980s when silver topped $50 an ounce. 
Survivors, he said, now have numismatic value. That 
value keeps rising as he writes about them. 

Conaway writes a blog about the ingots - silverin- 
got.blogspot.com - that advances collector knowledge 
about the little-known area of numismatics.

Shell Cards 1867-1880. The obverse design resembles that for an 1867 Seated Liberty silver half 
dollar, with the reverse featuring an orange insert on which is printed R.B. WHITZELL, / JOBBER 
AND DEALER / IN / BOOTS & SHOES, / NO. 165 / S. HIGH STREET, / COLUMBUS, OHIO.”
